17 7 2 II A t« » T h a t th e C ou rts D e­ 
c la r e d It to B e llle K u l. 
In 1772 slavery was declared by the 
ju dges to be contrary to the law of 
England. 
Bu t du ring the years im­ 
mediately preceding this date slaves 
were commonly sold in England. 
In 
the previou s year a Birmingham paper 
advertised 
for 
sale “a 
negro boy, 
sou nd, healthy and of mild disposi­ 
tion,” while iu the same year another 
paper records (au d condemns) the sale 
a short time previou sly at Richmond 
of a negro boy for £ 32. 
This is be­ 
lieved to have been the last actu al sale 
of a slave that took place In England. 
White slavery was very common in 
the English colonies in the seventeenth 
centu ry. Cromwell seized Irish boys, 
girls and women “by the thou sand” 
and “sold them in the slave markets 
of Barbados,” as may be seen in nu m­ 
berless places in the state papers of the 
period. lie treated some of his royalist 
opponents in England and Scotland in 
the same way. 
A similar fate befell 
many of the su pporters of Monmou th’s 
rebellion In the west of England. 
In 
the latter case, as Macau lay tells u s, 
the ladies of the cou rt, inclu ding the 
q u een, made large profits on the sales.

THAT BEEF TRUST CASE. 
The matter of indictment of certain 
packers of Chicag o, familiarly known 
as the Beef Trust, now on trial for 
disreg ard of & law by cong ress restrain­ 
ing trusts from evil practices is g row­ 
ing interesting . 
The United States 
Attorney C. B. Morrison, of our oity 
holds the case well in hand and ap­ 
pears to be a full match for the big 
beef trust lawyers tha t appear for the 
packers. The packers lawyers seem 
to be a pack of sharpers and the attor­ 
ney for the g overnment does not pro­ 
pose to trust a trust lawyer further 
than a packer could by the tall swing 
a small fat steer. 
Yesterday futile 
efforts were made by the attorneys of 
the packers, to reach an ag reement 
with Morrison by which the defend­ 
ants and their employes could avoid 
g iving evidence in the present case 
before J udg e Humphreys. 
A series 
of conferences betwen the lawyers 
representing the 
packers and 
the 
g overnment’s attorneys ended last 
nig ht in fiat refusal by Mr. Morrison, 
to continue neg otiations. 
* 
Had the plans of the packers’ l&wy 
ers been successful, 
the immunity 
pleas would have baen decided by the 
court without a witness being called 
to testify. 
Attorney Miller, counsel 
for the packers, sug g ested to Mr. Mor­ 
rison that it mig ht be possible to 
eliminate many questions of fact by 
ag reement and try the case on its 
leg al merits. 
The packers’ attorneys were in con 
ference all afternoon and about 
6 
o’clock they sent to Mr. Morrison a 
statement. 
The district attorney, without even 
looklDg at the document held 
by 
Attorney Ilynes, 
purporting to be a 
supplementary plea, became satisfied 
that D o th l u g but delay could come 
out of the propositions submitted to 
the g overnment. 
‘•It amounted to this,” said Mr. 
Morrison. 
“ The packers wanted to 
enter a new piea and consume three 
or four days arg uing it before the 
court while the jury remained idle.” 
Mr. Morrison kept Attorney General 
Moody and President Roosevelt ad­ 
vised and is said to have been told to 
make no concessions tha t could weak­ 
en the g overnment’s case. 


WANTS PLURALITY PLAN. 
The Bureau County Republican de­ 
sires tha t the committee when 
it 
meets at Princeton to make arrang e­ 
ments for the primary caucuses adopt 
the plurality system, and advances 
plausable seasons. 
The matter of candidates will be 
settied by the direct vote of the peo­ 
ple. 
The candidate for each office re­ 
ceiving the hig hest number of votes 
at the primaries will be declared the 
nominee of the party for that office. 
The vote of the people will settle the 
matter and there will be no opportun­ 
ity for log rolling in n convention. 
Should the majority plan be adopt­ 
ed by the committee the door will be 
opened for all kinds of complications 
and the canvass will necessarily prove 
ex pensive for the candidates. 
Under 
the majority plan one candidate must 
receive more votes that all the other 
cat dictates for that office put tog ether 
in order to secure the nomination. 
In case no candidate receive a ma­ 
jority then the trouble starts. 
In 
each township where he has received 
a majority he will be entitled to the 
support of the deleg ates frcm these 
townships, no matter who they may 
be. 
But the primary law does not com­ 
pel those dsleg ates to stick to him to 
the end, and just when they should 
leave mig ht raise an exceeding ly un­ 
pleasant situation. 
In order to feel 
safe each candidate would be oblig ed 
to preparefa list of deleg ates of bis 
own in each voting precinct. This 
would cause a considerable ex pense 
and and a multiplicity of lists of dele- 
g ates|and a complicat on that would

Irrigation Scheme. 
The Canadian Pacific railway has in 
hand the g reatest irrigation scheme in 
the world, say s the At kuna correspond­ 
ent of the New York Tribune. 
By the 
end of the next three y ears 1,500,000 
acres of land in the v icinity of Cal­ 
g ary . Alberta, hitherto arid, will be 
divided 
into 
211,000 farms, watered 
from Bow river. 
This irrigation plan 
when completed will be 00 per cent 
larger than the next larg est on the 
American continent, which is in the 
Pecos valley . Ariz. 
Already 110,000 
acres of irrigated lands are ready for 
the market. The water utilized in this 
v ast scheme will take two-thirds of 
the supply of the Bow river at low wa­ 
ter. 
The superintendent of the work 
states that when it was first started 
there were practically no settlers in 
that particular section, but since then 
the flow of immigration, which has in­ 
cluded many Americans, has been ex­ 
ceedingly rapid, and a good class of 
people are taking up their homes along 
the artificial canals.

The penguins wav e their little flippers 
and w addle to the do o r, whence they 
peer eagerly do wn the wo o den steps 
leading to the po o l. 
The co rm o rant 
cro aks and sway s fro m side to side, 
and the d arters po ise their snaky heads 
and spread their batlike wings. 
At 
tbe w ate r’s edge the penguins do no t 
launch them selv es upo n the surface 
like o ther 
w aterfo w l, 
but instantly 
plunge beneath. 
Once belo w w ater an asto nishing 
change takes place. T he slo w, ungain­ 
ly bird is transferred into a sw ift and
